This morning Mrs. Lopas was 
called to tke stand to testify in 
‘her own defense. She declared 
that Persico was the author of 
the letters, that jhe had dictated 
them to her and that she had 
sent them. She declared that Per- 
sico hoped to profit by them. 

The woman claimed that she 
nad first met Persico while she 
Was operating a tama'te_ parlor 
fn Richmond, and related how 
they afterward became friendly. 
She alleged that Persico visite 
her on several occasions. 

Mrs. Lovas, declared that Per- 
sico offered money. and free rent 
for her part in the plot, but that 
later he ordered her from the 
house she rented from him.

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Senate Tariff Debate Likel to End Drastic Debunki \g 


of the Smoot Myth 


That Has for Years 


Fooled a Lot of People ¢ 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Few things are more difficult to trace than the birthdate of a political 
myth. Many are born of accidents, unreported on the police blotters. Their 


vague origin does not deprive them of longevity. They die hard. 


The Senate's tariff debate may end 
tragically for one of Washington's 
hardiest canards. It is that Senator 
Reed Smoot of Utah is the greatest 
fiscal genius of his day, the infallible 
tariff authority, tax expert and rapid 
calculator of the current statistical era 
in Washington. 

We have had the Smoot myth for as 
long as any one around the Capitol 
scems to remember. It goes back a!- 
most as far as the Henry Cabot Lodge 
“scholar in politics” portrait. lt has 
been as robust as the “Coolidge legend” 
and the “Miracle Man” appellation 
which Mr. Coolidge gave to his suc- 
cessor. > 

The sessions of the Senate Finance 
Committee during prepartion of the 
tariff bill gave rise to so many in- 
stances that the seers and sages are 
looking for a loud explosion when the 
tariff opposition really has a go at Sen- 
ator Smoot and his statistics. 

Such a catastropNe as destruction of 
the Smoot pose could not be withvut 
its unhappy consequences. The shat- 
tering of the Smoot myth would ‘take a 
lot out of the gay life of membership 
on*the Republican side of the Senate. 
He has the faculty of throwing together 
a few bales of statistics which are 
presented in such dull whispers ne one 
ever takes the trouble to analyze them. 
They go for a party answer to an at- 
tack and other Republicans go out to 

olf. 

Every now ,and then .the Smoot 
sleight of hand is so obvious as to be 
detected by a high school boy rating 
“poor to fair” in his mathematics. But 
seldom the Smoot figures have been 
challenged as they are going to be in 
the tariff tussle. 

WHY TEAR IT DOWN? 

If Mr. Smoot has been getting away 
with this sort of thing for years and 
has developed a national, perhaps in- 
ternational, reputation,as a mathema- 
tical wizard, you may ask why any 
tendency in Washington tear down the 
glory of a myth. [It does seem that 
men might bettér engage themselves on 
constructive tasks during an ehgineér- 
ing hey-day along the Potomac and 


the Rapidan, instead of striving to de-. 


stroy a reputation. 

The inspiration for the sabotage 
against the Smoot myth is the high 
stakes involved in a tariff fight. There 
are some §$600,000,000 of consumer's 
mo.ey involved in the tariff increases 
proposed by Mr. Smoot and his Ad- 
ministration confreres. It is proposed 
to take that sum at least from the 
pockets of all of the rest of us so that 
a small group of multi-millionaire in- 
dustrialists may obtain rebates on their 
contributions to Republican national 
campaign funds. 

The Democrats, who obtain no such 
contributions, are against the tariff 
doles to the buccaneers of big busi- 
ness. The mid-continent Republican 
progressives want the tariff bounties to 
go to the farmers for a change. 

In the circumstances this tariff fight 
will be different. Aside from the cus- 
tomary booming of the big political 
guns there is going to be a lot of 
sharpshooting and Sniping by some of 
the .best marksmen in politics. Every- 
one knows the glory which goes with 
Picking off a generalissimo at G. H. Q. 
with a hand grenade. It is not done 
4n our best wars, even if’ Luk Lea did 
try to kidnap the Kaiser. 

There is held to be a chance in the 
tariff battle. .Smoot is selected as the 
victim. He is Chairman of the Finance 


" Committee. He is co-author of the Re- 


publican bill. He leads the Adminis- 
tration fofces. He confers with Presi- 
dent Hoover about tariff rates. He is 
the statistical wizard of the feudal 
aristocracy; the Foch of. the Old Guard. 
To pick him off would stun -if not 
shatter the morale of the tariff barons, 
raze the Chinese wall they have erec- 
ted in the Hawley-Smoot measure and 


® 


enact a tariff which Mr. Hoover could 
sign without a lump in his throat and 
his tongue in his cheek. 

Senator Smoot will not retreat from 
his Mount Olympus of statistics and 
sophistries without a fight. He has 
been getting away, with fanciful figures 
too long to become convinced at the 
age of sixty-seven and after twenty-six 
years in the Senate that he cannot do 
it again. gs 


His method—or strategy, if you 
please—is an ingenious one. He does 


not propose to make speeches in justi- 
fication of the numerous schedules in 
the Tariff Bill. He proposes to permit 
the opposition to do most of the talk- 
ing. After a Democratic or Progressive 
Republican speech, Smoot merely will 
open a book, toss a handful of statis- 
tics into the Record and let it go at 
that. He expects that when he gives 
figures of the sort they will be ac- 
cepted without challenge by the coun- 
try as a complete and trrefutable 
answer and thus the opposition will 
be smashed into an early abandonment 
of its unholy warfare against the bill. 

There is one weakness in Mr. Smoot’s 
“perfect crime.” People are going to 
analyze his figures and expose then 
when and where possible. The Senate 
no longer regards Mr. Smoot infallible 
as a specialist, and I'll tell you why. 

Several years ago the Republican Na- 
tional Committee had Smoot prepare 
some Statistics on Congressional ap- 
propriations for use in a campaign text- 
book. 

When the Smoot compilation ap- 
peared at G..O. P. headquarters it was 
handled as carefully as though it were 
the original Declaration of Independ- 
ence or an autographed photograph of 
Joseph R.-Grundy. No one would dare 
edit or revise a Smoot table. It went 
to the printer as written. 

The campaign text-book was in 
process of distribution when some new 
clerk, ignorant of the sanctity of Smoot 
statistics, was impertinent enough to 
check them over and find that the ab's 

Senator has stumbled on the top row 
and fallen down a whole column of 
figures. 

The Republican Committee had to 
recall the text-books and have the cur- 
rections made. 

Somehow or- other the story got 
abroad. In the course of a few years 
the Democrats ‘heard about it. Now 
they are prepared to check any and all 
figures Senator Smoot gives to the Sen- 
ate in the tariff debates. He gave en- 
couragement to them in some of his 
contributions to aid witnesses out of 
tough spots during the hearings. 

Mr. Smoot is* such a soft-spoken, 
mild-mannered old gentleman it seems 
something of a pity that in what may 
prove his last big legislative undertak- 


ing the Democratic-progressive Repub-- 


lican coalition should strive to explo ie 
the myth of his mathematical great~ 
ness. That is just what they are con- 
spiring to do.

Knut Hamsun, the famous Nor- 
Wegian author, who just passed his 
seventieth birthday, had fled to the 
solitudes of the fjords when news- 
paper reporters and others came to 
congratulate him. Mr. Hamsun be- 


came a writer while struggling to 
live. While he was still a fisherman, 
he wrote a novel entitled “Bjoerger,” 
which he had printed at his own ex- 
pense and sold himself to passersby 
in the streets. He turned to every 
kind of work for his living, peddling, 
ticket collecting in tramcars. farm 
labor. He emigrated to the United 
States and brought back a distaste 
for that country and numerous false 
conceptions of it. Then, while he 
was starving, he wrote a book on the 
subject, with the title “Hunger.” 
Either the title or the desperation in 
the eyes of the author made the ed)- 
tor to whom he offered the manu- 
script give it a second reading. It 
was printed, and the editor was well 
paid for his second thought. Mr. 
Hamsun became known all over 
Scandinavia. Perhaps it was then 
that he began to dislike being known, 
not only all over Scandinavia, but all 
over the world. He won the Nobel 
Prize for Literature. Apart from the 
intrinsic value of his works, the in- 
fluence of Mr. Hamsun is inestima- 
ble. He has done in these late days 
what Petrarch did for Italy and 
Chaucer for England in the early 
Renaissance; he has freed his native 
language from the bonds of an older 
tongue. Long after the Norwegian 
fishermen spoke their own language, 
Norwegian writers were still employ- 
ing Danish in books. Mr. Hamsun 
remembered that he was a fisherman 
before he was a writer.
